STRIKING DOWN THE STATE'S CREDIT 


They Speak of the Governor as Bun- 
coing Wall Street. 


THE OLD KOLB CRY IS RE-ECHOED 


It Is Declared That the People Are onthe 
Point of Open Rebeliion-—Corrup- 
tion in Office Charged. 
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New York, March 1i18.—The 
Statement was given out today: 

“Astor House, New York, 
the Press of New York City: The de facto 
wovernor of Alabama, Colonel Oates, has 
made public through the press certain 
statements regarding the financial condi- 
tion of Alabama, which we, in justice to 
a common sense of honesty, feel it a duty 
to refute. The one would have 
from his interviews in which he states 
that the credit of Alabama is so good 
would be that the state is in a peaceful 
and prosperous condition, this not being 
the case. 

“The facts are that under the preceding 
administration the governor of Alabama 
in such straits that the then 
facto governor, Thomas G. Jones, 
recommiended that the taxes be raised to 
ameet the existing deficiency. He also, 
without authority of law, borrowed money 
to prevent a crisis. Since Colonel Oates 
Was seated de facto governor by soldiers, 
with forty rounds of cartridges buckled 
around their waists, his counte®-in admin- 
istration has found it necessary to not only 
raise the tax rate, but also to provide a 
new and unjust revenue law to attempt to 
save the state from impending bankruptcy. 

“If such conditions make the good credit 
of a state, then it may exist for Alabama, 
but business men will deem it otherwise, 
especially when a great majority of the 
Heople of Alabama do not now recognize 
Colonel Oates as the legally elected gov- 
ernor of the state. 

“Alabama’s de facto governor is en- 
gaged in playing a new and unique role. 
Usually people come to New York city 
to get buncoed, but now Colonel Oates 
is here endeavoring to bunco the financiers 
of Wall street into purchasing Alabama 
bonds, when there is such a growing de- 
ficiency in the state treasury and when it 
is with effort that the people are restrain- 
ed from open rebellion against the present 
fraudulent de facto administration. County 
officers, who handle the state revenué, 
have been retained in office and protected 
from prosecution after it is a matter of 
“common report Wat they are Vefaiitters-or 
public funds. Thus it is evident that 
those whose way into office is stolen by 
prostituting the ballot box cannot be trust- 
ed with the custody of the ptople’s money. 
Hence the great demand for ballot reform 
in the soutp. 
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“M. W. HOWARD,

The Tribune tomorrow will publish a long 
interview with Mr. J. C.-Manning, of Mont- 
gomery, Ala., president of the Southern 
Ballot Rights League, which was organized 
in New Orleans six weeks ago. Mr. Man- 
ming arrived in New York two days ago. 
lie is accompanied oy Congressman-elect 
M. W. Howard, and his purpose is to or- 
ganize a mass meeting to be held in Cooper 
Union some time in the latter part of the 
week. President Manning believes that “‘the 
question of fair elections in the south is 
just as important to the people of the north 
as to the people of Alabama or Georgia; 
and if public sentiment. irrespective of par- 
ty, can be aroused he believes that, through 
agitation and nationa! and state legisis~ 
tion, al cnd may be put to these frauds.” 

The Tribune’s article continues as fol- 
lows: 

“By correspondence and otherwise Presi- 
dent Manning hus already enlisted the 
sympathy and co-operation of a number 
of representative New Yorkers, among 
them Dr. Parkhurst, John H. Inman, Re- 
ecrder Goit, John 8. Wise and General 
Morace Porter. Mayor Strong ras been ask- 
ec to preside at the Cooper Union meeting, 
and a nurnber of prominent men of both 
parties have consented to make brief ad- 
dresses.”’ 

The Purpose of the Meeting. 

Concerning the purpose of the Cooper 
Union meeting and the plans of the league, 
President Manning today said: 

“The people of the north understand in a 
general way that election frauds and ballot 
box stuffing have been a characteristic of 
southern elections ever since the days of re- 
construction. But they do not understand 
how vastly conditions have changed. Since 
. 878 a republican form of government has 
not existed in the state of Alabama or in 
many other of the states of the’ south. 
Whatever of excuse may have once existed 
hus now disappeared, and the crimes 
against suffrage today are committed 
against the intelligence and best sentiment 
of the south. 

“We have concluded that the rule of this 
oligarchy, of this ‘ancient regime’ which 
has had control of southern politics for 
near twenty years, must come to an 
erd. A new south has arisen. A south 
that is made up of young, progressive and 
wide-awake men. The .‘mossbacks’ have 
got to go. They have kept themselves in 
office only by the vilest frauds, and we 
have come to the conclusion that, for the 
good name and welfare of the south, these 
men must be driven from power. 

“The Southern Ballot Rights League conme- 
prises men of all parties and is representa- 
tive of the best blood of the south. Among 
our vice presidents and on our executive 
committec are such men as Clark Howell, 
editor of The Atlanta Constitution, a dem- 
ocrat of national rey utation; W. S. Parker- 
son, of New Orleans, likewise a. democrat; 
Senator Pritchard, of North Carolina, a 
republican, and Senator-elect Marion Bute 
ler, of th2 same state, a populist; Captain 
T. S. Adams, the present secretary of state 
of Louisiana and a leader of the young de~ 
mocracy; A. 5. Collier, of Nashville, Tenn.; 


ex-Senator John H. Reagan, of Texas; Con. | 


gressman H. W. Howard, the leader of 
the Alabama populists, and James kK. 
Hines, late candidate for governor of 
Georgia. You will see at a glance that 
the league is in no sense a partisan affair; 
it is aimed at no party, and has no selfish 
motive at heart. 

‘The aim of the league is to investigate 
and make public the gross election frauds 
which still characterize and determine the 
elections in most of the southern states, 
to make contests, to organize a campaign 
of agitation. and, ¢hrough state and nation~ 
al legisiation, to gecure proper election and 
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contest laws, which are today lacking in 
most of the southern states.’’ 

Wants a New Deal in Offices. 

Mr. Manning then goes on to tell how the 
“election frauds’’ are committed, and adds: 

“What is true cf Alabama is more-or less 
true of the whole south. We have got to 
get a new regime in office,-new blood, new 
brains; got to change the whole system 
and the whole spirit of the south. And the 
first step is to secure a free ballot and a 
fair count. We want the people of the 
north to aid us and the people of New York 
city. We believe im the end that a fraud- 
ulent vcete for a congressman in Alabama 
injures you in New York just as it does us 
in the south. We want you to help us 
smash this oligarchy by peaceful, lawful 
means rather than by bloodshed and revolu- 
tion. I have been exceedingly gratified at 
the cordial reception with which our move- 
ment has met in the north and in this city. 
The newspapers of New York are a tre- 
mendous power. If they will take hold of 
this question and make known these wrongs 
io all the country, wil) give us their aid and

Michigan Republicans Nominate a 
Silver Man to Succeed Qorrows. 
' Whshington, March 18.—(Special.)—The 
silver question is the all absorbing politi- 
issue throughout the entire country 
and few candidates, to whatever party 
they belong, are willing to show their 
heads for office unless from a silver cage. 

The most convincing proof of the 
strength of the silver cause with the peo- 
ple comes from@Julius Caesar Burrows's 
district up in Michigan. There is a con- 
test for coOngress on up there now, Bur- 
rows having been elevated to the senate. 
The democrats nominated a free silver 
man and now the republicans come for- 
ward and nominate the lieutenant governor 
of the state on a free silver platform. 

Alfred Mills, the republican nominee, has 
written a letter on the issues of the cam- 
paign in which he says he does not believe 
that all the ills of the past two years were 
brought about by the demonetization of 
silver, but he does believe that making 
gold the only primary or basic money has 
had much to do with the contraction of 
business and profits during the past twenty 
years. Cleveland’s election and “ree trade 
agitation, he believes, also had a bad ef- 
fect. 

The lieutenant governor says if silver 
is not good as basic money, but merely as 
a circulating medium to be redeemed by 
gold, then it is no good as a money metal 
at ajl, because paper will answer the same 
purpose and is much more coavenient. 

This is significant as showing the trend 
of sentiment throughout the north and 
west. The next senate is largely silver and 
the indications now point to u very close 
house. It may ‘be a silver body. What it 
does, however, depends largely on Tom 
Reed, who is an ardent goldbug. But Reed 
is a presidential candidate and «knows the 
sentiment of the country sufficiently well 
to begin to trim at once. He has to get

NO REPLY RECEIVED YET 


To Secretary Gresham’s Demand on 
Spain for Redress. 


Washington, March 18.—For a few hours 
today matters connected with the Spanish 
incident were in a most ambiguous state. 
Early this morning one of the confidential 
officials of the state department gave out 
what was characterized as ‘“‘an authorita- 
tive denial” of the report that the Spanish 
government had made an answer to Secre- 
tary Gresham’s protest and demand for an 
apology in connection with the alleged in- 
dignity offered to the Allianca. 

Just before 1 o’clock, however, Secretary 
Gresham told a reporter that he would 
neither affirm nor deny the story that 
Spain had replied, and he went on to say 
that he had made no statement that would 
indicate that an answer had been received. 

These remarks by Secretary Gresham 
place the first denial in a new light and 
leave the matter in a state of uncertainty, 
so far as the public is concerned. 

After the denial had been made this 
morning and before Secretary Gresham had 
made his statement, officials of the de- 
partment said it was not strange that no 
answer had been received from the Spanish 
government. They explained that the de- 
partment did not expect an answer so 
early, despite Gresham’s demand for 
“prompt’”’ redress, for the reason that it 
would take some time to ascertain the facts 
in the matter from a Spanish point of 
view. To quote those who talked of the 
matter: “It is a long way from Madrid 
to Havana and from Havana to Cape 
Maysi, and thence back to Havana, and 
from Havana to Madrid and from Madrid 
to Washington.’’ 

It was admitted that the department had 
heard from Minister Taylor since he was 
instructed to present the protest of this 
country to the minister for foreign af- 
fairs, at Madrid, but it was stated that 
he merely notified Secretary Gresham of 
the presentation and said that the Spanish 
government made no answer. 

Secretary Gresham went over to the white 
house about 1 o’clock with a chart and a 
number of papers pertaining to the Al- 
lianca case under his arm. :

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ee March 18.—The commander of 
1¢€ Spanish cruiser Conde de Venadito 
reports that on March 8th, while cruising 
off the eastern coast of the island, he 
sighted a steamer heading for Maysi point 
ine steamer’s course was to ‘the north- 
east. The cruiser hoisted a flag and the 
steamer replied by raising an English flag. 
The cruiser signaled the steamer to stop 
but without effect. As the steamer pro- 
ceeded at full speed the cruiser first fired 
two blank shots and then “wo solid shots. 

The commander Says he did not desire to 
hit the steamer, but merely to cause her 
to heave to. He asserts that the steamer 
Was but one and a half miles ff the 
Cuban coast when the firing occurred. 

The authorities here have ordered that 
a full inquiry be made into the com- 
mander’s acts. 

Judging from Captain Crossman’s story 
nobody can doubt that the steamer in 
question was the Allianca which was fired 
on by a Spanish cruiser on March 8th. 

Nothing has been heard here to confirm 
the rumor that the gunboat Arcedo has 
s4uuK 4 American schooner. The rumor 
iS regarded as utterly unfounded in fact. 

What Passengers Say. 

New York, March 18.—The Ward line 
steamer Seguranca, Captain Hofman, 
which arrived today frem Havana, brings 
no news of the Allianca affair. Some of 
the passengers had heard of the firing by 
cable from New York, but there was ap- 
parently but little credence placed in the 
Stories of Spanish insult and outrage. 
There was nothing to be learned in re. 
gard to the reported sinking of an Ameri- 
can schooner and the loss of sixteen lives. 
One of the passengers stated that the prov- 
ince of Santiago de Cuba was still in a 
State of partial insurrection, and that 
insignificant skirmishes were common be- 
tween the mobs and soldiers. 


WHITNEY’S BLOOD BOILS. 


He Denounces the Firing on the Al. 
lianca as a Wanton Outrage. 

New York, March 18—The following cable- 
gram was received by The New York 
Times today from William C. Whitney, 
ex-secretary of the navy, in reply to a 
message sent him by Charles R. Miller, 
the editor of The Times: 

“Naples, March 18.—To the Editor of The 
New York Times: I reply to your dispatch 
as follows: In considering what should be 
done concerning the outrage perpetrated 
by the Spanish man-of-war in firing on 
the Allianca, one fact should not be lost 
sight of—it was deliberate and with full 
knowledge of the act. 

“It is certain that no person in command 
of any war vessel in the world could be 
ignorant of the fact that the firing on a 
merchant vessel of any other power on the 
high seas would violate the law of nations. 
There isn’t a subordinate officer of any 
man-of-war in the world who has not 
been sufficiently instructed to know that. 
It is, therefore, a case of willful insult to 
the American flag and people. 

“I do not recall so wanton an outrage 
as happening to any first-class power in 
fifty years. An apology will scarcely wipe 
out such an affront. 

“The truth is we have happened to come 
in for a piece of the general brutality and 
ruffianism that holds Cuba. The thing is 
a,relic of the middle ages. It is a dis- 
grace to us that lies at our doorstep. 

“Tt makes my blood boil, for one. Of 
course, they will apologize elaborately and 
discipline the officer. But when we are 
fooking toward him the general terrorism 
which holds Cuba down will suck our blood 
and will be constantly increased at our ex- 
pense. You can gather my opinions. What 
the government should do is another mat- 
ter. The president in such matters is gen- 
erally a safe person to follow; but as you

SITUATION IN SPAIN. 


Strict Censorship Over Matter for 
the Press. 


Paris, March 18.—The editors of the re- 
publican journals, Ideal and Justicia, in 
Madrid, will be tried by court martial for 
denouncing the officers who attacked the 
newspaper offices. 

A rigid censorship of press matter is in 
force in Madrid. It is necessary to send 
the most important news by mail to 
Bayonne, whence it is dispatched by tele- 
graph. A message forwarded thus last 
night says that the officers of the Madrid 
garrison were still intensely excited. The 
newspapers expected to be attacked and 
most of the offices were barricaded and 
armed on Saturday evening. The Temps 
has this dispatch from Madrid:

San Francisco, March 18.—The steamer 
Saturn, from Panama, brings details of the 
recent Salvadorean insurrection.

ist of February a conspiracy was discover- 
ed to proclaim General Antonio Ezeta 
president. As soon as the facts came to 
light, President Gutierez ordered the prin- 
cipal leaders shot.¢ Among them were Col- 
onels Delfino Berroos and Fernando Sal- 
gedo and Captain Mangandi. 

The chief of police was shot immediately 
upon the discovery of the plot and the 
city was thrown into a state of great 
excitement, agents of the reigning govern- 


to be concerned in the plot. 

The conspiracy seems to have originated 
in different departments of the republic, 
including employes of .Gutierez who had 
turned traitor to him. ‘ All prisoners who 
wee in jail since the last uprising were 
ordered hanged, and it is supposed by this 
time that the order has been executed 

The loyal people of Salvador became in- 
furiated upon the discoverery of the con- 
spiracy and Gutierez’s followers repaired 
to the office of Colonel Angel Vasquez and 
lynched him without parley. 

General Ezeta, who is here, is much wor. 
ried over his children. When he sent them 
away from San Francisco, a month ago 
they were in charge of Madame Garsia, 
his mother-in-law, who was instructed to 
go to Acapulco and wait for him, under the 
protection of President Diaz, It appears 
that she went on to Salvador where they 
are now, and Hzeta fears that they may 
be shot.

TELLING THEIR STORY. 


Witnesses Before the Armenian In- 
quiry on the Increase. 


London, March 18.—The Daily Telegraph 
has a Maosh dispatch subdated from hars, 
yesterday. The dispatch says: 

“The difficulties placed in the way of wit- 
nesses coming to testify before tne commis- 
sion of inquiry are almost insuperable, F-v- 
ery road is patrolled by bands of gendarmes 
who put intending witnesses out of the way. 
Persons from villages in the Sassoun dis- 
trict and survivors of the massacre are 
treated as criminals, The Armenian who 
feeds or shelters them is imprisoned and 
beaten. The testimony of several w‘tresses 
piles horror on horror. For instance @ 
witness, hiding in the oak scrub, saw sol- 
diers gouge out the eyes of two priests who. 
in horrible agony, implored their tarmentcrs 
to kill them. But the coldiers ccmpelled 
them to dance while screaming with pain, 
and presently bayoneted them. The number 
of witnesses is increasing. The s‘ories are 
essentially identical, The mass of evidence 
is so overwhelming that the government 
may soon admit that the massacre has 
been proved and relieve the commission of 
further inquiry. When the weather shall 
permit the members will go to Sassoun to 
inspect the foug, pits filled with mutilated 
bodies.” 


WON BY THE CITY. 


It Can Furnish Lights and Power to 
the Citizens. 


Jacksonville, Fla., March 18.—(Special.)— 
In the electric light case wherein the Jack- 
senville Electric Light Company attempted 
to enjoin the city from furnishing lights 
to its citizens, Judge Call decided this morn- 
ing that the city had a legal right to put in 
an electric light plant gnd to furnish com- 
mercial lights to its inhabitants. This de- 
cision sustains the entire claim of the 
city, refusing the motion for an injunction 
and granting the motion made by thé city 
to dismiss the bill. 

Unless the case be carried to a higher 
court and there reversed, hereafter the mu- 
nicipality of Jacksonville will engage ac~ 
tively in the business of furnishing lights 
to business houses and private residences.

Meridian, Miss., March 18.—(Special.)— 
There came near being a labor riot on the 
sewerage works here today between the 
white and colored employes. The. sewer- 
age work has been in progress for several 
months. The work was begun by colored 
laborers, but owing to the small pay re- 
ceived they refused to work and white la- 
bor was employed in their stead. This 
caused great dissension between all the 
hands and from that day the trouble be- 
gan. The row today was between a white 
and a colored employer, the whites threat- 
ehing to quit the work if the colored men 
were not discharged. The employes held 
a conference with the men and work is 
now going on as usual.

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INDICTING POLICE. 


At Least Eleven New York Officials 
Presented bythe Grand Jory. 


A SLAP AT THE SUPERINTENDENT 


Byrnes Is Criticised for Receiving 
Presents and Tips. 


THE SYSTEM WAS BAD TO THE CORE 


Officials Have Not Assisted the Grand Jury 
in the Investigation—Crime Has Been 
Protected W hen Bribes W ere Given. 


-_—_ 


New York, March 18.—The extraordinary 
grand jury today dismissed the charges of 
conspiracy brought against the agents, E. 
A. Whitney and Arthur Dennett. of the 
Parkhurst Society, by Detective Sergeant 
Jacobs. 

Similar charges against Charles Liss and 
Samuel Cohen were also dismissed. ‘Tae 
jury says that in its opinion the great body 
of subordinate ‘police officers are honest 
and capable men and their assistance in 
the jury’s investigation would doubtless 
have proved most valuabld had they (the 
jury) been able to command it. The pre- 
sentment then continues: 

“The impregsion was created and sup- 
ported by most convincing facts that our 
labors in ferreting out and enabling the 
prosecution o funfaithful police officers, 
instead of being approved by the depart- 
ment, was an attack upon it. Those whose 
duty it was to aid in detecting crime have 
united to prevent its detection. The in- 
fluence of this apparently recognized an- 
tagonism upon a large number of wit- 
nesses, called before us, was manifest. 
Many persons—themselves lawbreakers— 
who had been the victims of extortion and 
blackmail in the past, feared to speak, 
being apprehensive that their disclosures 


would be punished by greater persecution 
hereafter. It is manifest that we should 
not have been confronted by this condition 


of affairs had our investigation been at- 
tended by honest and sincere co-operation 
of the officials whose duty it is, and who 
have the power, to direct the services of 
the entire force. During our entire ses- 
sion no police official, high or low, has vol- 
unteered one particle of aid, nor has any 
evidence whatever been forthcoming from 
police circles, except such as has been 
drawn from unwilling witnesses and after 
persistent effort. Members of the force, 
with no other apparent motive than a de- 
sire to shield their superiors, have profess- 
ed an ignorance of wrong doing with which 
evidence showed them to be familiar. 

A Slap at Byrnes. 

“Bvidence has left no doubt in our minds 
that for years it has been the practice of 
many pdlice captains in their respective 
precincts to receive money as bribes for 
protecting violators of the law and to ex- 
tort money from law-abiding citizens as 
the price of exemption from police inter- 
ference and annoyance. We helieve that 
this practice has been carried on to an 
extent unprecedented in the history of the 
city. Clear cases have been presented in 
which, by reason alone of lapse of time, 
the law has precluded us from signing in- 
dictments. The enjoyment by the exec- 
utive head of the force of a considerable 
fortune, accumulated as the result of fa- 
vors granted as a recognition of the per- 
formance of official duty, may well have 
caused demoralization in the force under 
his command. The distinction between the 
receipt of such favors and the taking of 
direct gratuities for official services: is not 
one his subordinates are likely to appre- 
ciate. The existence of the evils ta which 
we have referred evidences the absolute 
necessity for radical reorganization of the 
force by new men and new methods.” 

Eleven Officers Indicted. 

At least eleven police officers were in- 
dicted. more than one indictment having 
been found against some of them. The in- 
dictments which, it is reported, charge 
the indicted men with bribery, and the 
presentments are only a partial result of 
the investigation. 

The grand jury has not been discharged, 
but will continue its sessions until the 
end of the term. 

Among the officers of the department 
who are believed to have been indicted 
are: William W. McLaughlin, inspector; 
Joseph B. Bakins, captain; M. J. Murphy, 
captain; James K. Price, captain; Jacob 
Siebert, cepatin; William Strauss, cap- 
tain; William Schultz, captain. It was 
also reported that indictments had been 
found against Michael Doherty, ex-cap- 
tain, and John T. Stephenson, ex-captain. 

It was stated that there were five indict- 
ments filed against Inspector McLaughlin, 
and that no indictments had yet been filed 
against Inspector Williams or Captain 
Meakim, who, it has been expected, would 
be among the first indicted. 

Bench warrants were issued for the in- 
dicted men, and sent to Superintendent 
Byrnes for service. No arrests were made 
today, but all of those against whom in- 
dictments have been found, have been no- 
tif to report at police headquarters at 
9:30 o’clock tomorrow morning. They will 
be taken to the court of oyer and termi- 
ner at ll o’clock. It is generally believed 
that the twenty-seven indictments return- 
ed by the grand jury today represent only 
about one-half of the number contemplated 
by them, and the remainder will be 
handed down in a few days.

this state, In 1892 Henry Bieman, of Wal- 
halla, 8. C., sold to W, C, Tatum four gov- 
ernment distilleries and Donded warehouses 
Situated at distances of half a mile apart 
on the banks of a creek near that town. 
Tatum at onee closed the distilleries, and 
between 8,000 and 10,000 gallons of corn whis- 
ky in bond were locked in the warehouses 
where they were to remain under the goy- 
ernmental seal for three years, the period 
permitted by law before the payment of the 
stamp tax is required. 

As the expiration of the time drew near 
Collector Townes wrote repeatedly to Tatum 
urging him to prepare to take the liquor 
from bond, but on the night of September 
5th, two days before the time expired, three 
of the distilleries were burned. Only seven- 
ty gallons were stored in the fourth. The 
suspicions of the collector were aroused, 
and Deputies Vanderford and King were 
detailed to investigate, Promptly visiting 
the stills of the burned hofises they failed 
to find any of the signs which burning whis- 
ky would leave. After collecting evidence 
sufficient to implicate several parties, full 
confessions were obtained, disclosing that

Germany's New Big Ship Canal and 
How It Was Built. 
From The Chicago Times-Herald. 

The completion of the big canal between 
Kiel and the Baltic sea and Brunsbuettel. a 
few miles above the mouth of the Elbe, 
will mark an important strategic point in 
the history of the German empire. German 
war vessels will be enabled ‘to pass from 
sea to sea in a few hours without travers- 
ing foreign waters. The emperor can as- 
semble at short notice a large fleet on 
both the north and west coasts, thus in- 
creasing greatly the defensive resources 
of the empire. Moreover BEngland’s well- 
known policy of blockading will be en- 
tirelv squelched so far as Germany and 
the Baltic sea are concerned. Preparations 
are already being made for the opening 
exercises, which will take place next June 
and be very elaborate. 

At present vessels passing from the Bal- 
tic to any point in the North sea south of 
Hull are obliged to sail around the Danish 
peninsula. The distance from the canal 
to Hull is 300 miles. To get to Hamburg 
or Bremen @ much longer journey is re- 
quired. 

Since the canal is only about ijifty-three 
miles in length, it will be seen that @ con-

siderable saving of time is made in pass- 
ing from the Baltic to Hamburg, which is 
situated near the southern entrance. From 
Hamburg to the North sea the rest of the 
trip for ships bound westward is by way 
of the Elbe, which is very wide near fhe 
mouth. This distance is about sixty-five 
miles, so that the entire length of the 
course from the Baltic to the North sea 
is about 119 miles. No less than 40,000 
ships a year pass around the peninsula 
of Denmark, bound from one sea to the 


other. 
Great Adwantage in War. 

It can be seen how great an advantage 
this saving of distance will be to Germany 
in case of war. Another advantage lies in 
the fact that the passage around Denmark 
is extremely dangerous, and the avoidance 
of the strip of water between the Scandi- 
navian peninstla and Jutland is sure to 
result in a great saving of life and prop- 
erty. Every year about 200 vessels are 
wrecked on these cgasts. 

The entire route lies in the Prussian 
prevince of Holstein. The work of ex- 
cavation was begun on June 3, 1887, and 
has been pushed with energy The esti- 
mated total cost of $37,440,000 will probably 
not be exceeded. The Manchester ship 
canal, completed abput.a year ago, so far 
exceeded the estimates as to involve the 
entire population of the city in a heavy 
debt. All are familiar with the colossal 
sums expended on the Panama enterprise. 
The Nicaragua canal is another instance 
where the actual cost far exceeded the 
estimates. 

How the Work Was Done. 


More than 8,600 men were employed on 
this new canal during the summer mouths; 
in winter the number was reduced to abot 
4,700. The equipment comprised ninety 
locomotives, 2,473 cars, sixty-six dredges, 
133 lighters and fifty-five engines. The 
work was not impeded by any serious ob- 
stacies in the topography of the country, 
the land being generally flat and the soli 
consisting largely of sand and loam, which 
admitted of easy excavation. 

Two locks have been established, ore at 
Kiel and the other on the Elbe. The 
former will be open all the year aes 
pow twenty-five days. The latter will 
remain open from three to four heir 
during every flood tide. The exact length 
of the canal is fifty-three and a haif 
miles, and the depth on the average is 
twenty-nine,dnd a half feet; the width at 
the bottom is seventy-two feet, and at the 
water level 213 feet. These dimensions will 
admit of the passage of large ocean steam- 
ers and men-of-war. ‘ 

Vessels in the canal will not be allowed 
to move faster than at’ rate of 6.8 
miles an hour, which will enable them to 
make the journey in about thirteen hours.

T. F. HOWELL DIES SUDDENLY. 


Rome Loses One of Her Most Highly 
Esteemed Citizens. 


Rome, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)—Mr. T. 
F. Howell, one of Rome’s most prominent 
and wealthy citizens, died this morning 
about 1 o’clock. His death was sudden and 
entirely unexpected, and the entire commu- 
nity received a great shock. 

Yesterday morning he attended church 
with his children and yesterday afternoon 
he took a long walk over his farm with a 
friend. Last night he was suddenly at- 
tacked and in spite of the efforts of physi- 
cians, he died of congestion of the brain 
at the time mentioned.

Colonel James M. Smith Sustains a Heavy 
Loss by Flames. 


A GINHOUSE AND 875 BALES BURNED 


Fine New Machinery, 500 Tons of Cotton 
Seed, and a Carload of Bagging De- 
stroyed--No Insurance. 


Five Forks, Ga., March 18.—(Special.)— 
James M. Smith, of Smithonia, lost by fire 
this afternoon his large and commodious 
ginhouse, together with four seventy saw 
gins, condensers and feeders, 500 tons of 
cotton seed stored in the ginhouse, all the 
shafting, belting and cotton presses and 125 
bales of cotton in the seed in the ginhouse. 
He also lost 225 bales of cotton ginned and 
packed in the yard and a carload of bag- 
Zing and ties. 

The total loss will reach from $25,000 to 
$30,000. There is no insurance. 

The gins were running at the time the 
fire broke out. The fire is supposed to 
have originated from matches in the seed 
cotton. Colonel Smith’s oil mill, guano 
factory, corn and wheat mill and all the 
bollers and engines were saved. He also 
saved 500 tons of cotton seed, 400 tons of 
cotton seed meal and 500 tons of guano. 
The ginhouse was one of the largest and 
best arranged in the state. Colonel Smith 
had just put in the Northington, Munger 
& Pratt elevating machinery last fall and 
arranged his gins, feeders, shafting, belt- 
ing, etc., to suit at a cost of $2,500. In 
view of the low price of cotton and the 
general depression in business, the loss 
is very heavy.

Prospects in This Line Brightening 
for Georgia and Alabama. 


Montgomery, Ala., March 18.—(Special,)—

east Alabama and west Georgia, with a 
view of developing them, Speaking of his 
work Judge Horn says: 

“Discoveries have been made in the gold 
mining district of Alabama which will, un- 
der the application of the new sulphurate 
process of manipulation of gold mining, 
make Alabama and other neighboring states 
the greatest producers of gold of the age. 
In thig territory there was recently discov- 
ered micacious slate banded together in a 
seam of a mean width of 50 feet, and some- 
times 200 feet, as at Dahlonega, Ga., which 
carries gold-bearing sugar quartz, so well 
known to the miners of the west, with an 
average of from $6 to $7 a ton of free gold

WILL MYERS HANG? 


His Life Is Now in the Hands of the 
Supreme Court. 


ALEX CARR HAS ONE CHANCE YET 


The Decision of the Superior Court Was 
Affirmed Yesterday—A Trial by Spe- 
cial Jury Will Be Had. 


The fate of Will Myers is now in the 
hands of the last and highest state tribunal 
and in a week he will know whether his 
last chance has gone or whether he is to 
have a second trial for his life, 

The arguments on both sides were 
haustive and covered every point. Mr. 
T. Moyers, leading attorney for the de- 
fense, spoke ably and at length. He re- 
viewed every favorable point in his client’s 
behalf and dwelt with considerable vigor 
on the sentiments of Juror Huff. 

In his counter affidavit, the juror did 
not deny certain unqualified utterances 
which were alleged to have been made in 
a store on Peters street. The sentiments 
expressed at Westwood Park were to the 
effect that if Myers did commit the crime 
he should be hung and that as a juror the 
Speaker would stay on the jury fifty years 
but what he would hang Myers. 

The Brown Allen feature was held out 
as something tangible and the affidavits 
of a number of people were read by Mr. 
Moyers. The affidavit of a number of these 
people came to the attorney unsolicited 
and they may have a great deal of weight 
with the supreme court, Attorney Moyers 
argued with eloquence as well as _ logic, 
apd was very fervent in hiS speech in be- 
half of a new trial for the young man. 
He urged with good effect the fact that 
the evidence was all circumstantial, 

Solicitor Hill made a strong and force- 
ful speech for the state. He ridiculed the 
Brown Allen idea. In regard to Juror 
Huff, he argued that if the expression of 
a conditional or qualified sentiment dis- 
qualified aman from _ jury service, it 
would be next to impossible to secure a 
jury. He declared that whenever a crime 
like murder was committed it was but 
natural for a speedy condemnation of the 
perpetrator to be evoked. \ 

If the Myers case is sent back to the 
superior court, Solicitor Hill will have on 
his hands one of the largest and most 
formidable criminal dockets that he has 
experienced in years. 

The Carr Case Was Affirmed. 

A decision in the Carr case was handed 
down yesterday by the supreme court, and 
the verdict of the superior court was 
affirmed. Alex Carr has one more chance.

THE COTTON GROWERS. 


There Is Now a State Organization of 
the Protective Associatioa. 


AN APPEAL MADE TO GEORGIA ‘FARMERS 


The Executive Committee Was Appointed 
at Yesterduy’s Meeting — Colonel 
Broughton Is State President. 


A state organization of the American 
Cotton Growers’ Protective Association was 
formed in Atlanta yesterday, every coun- 
ty in Georgia, with the exception of six, 
being represented by either a delegate or 
by letter. 

It is an association in which all cotton 
growers can find protection if its aims are 
carried to a successful conclusion, and 
through the aid of the organization the 
price of cotton will be placed in the hands 
of those that grow it. 

The meeting yesterday was held in re 
sponse to a call from Colonel W. A. Brough- 
ton, Who was appointed state president of 
Georgia sometime ago at the meeting of 
the national association at Jackson, Miss. 
He called the meeting to order and work 
was begun at once. Colonel J. L. Johnson, 
of Floyd county, was elected secretary and 
treasurer. The state executive committee 
Was then appointed as follows: 

W. A. Broughton, J. L. Johnson, L. H. 
O. Martin, J. O.. Waddell and R. T. Nes- 
bitt. 

The members of this committee were 
empowered to appoint alternates, if they 
so desired, to attend the meeting which 
occurs on Monday, April Ist. 

On motion the following named gentle- 
men were appointed a committee to draft 
an address to the farmers: 

L. H. O. Martin, of Elbert; Tom J. Ly- 
ons, of Bartow; Dr. N. G. Long, of Elbert; 
A. P. Brown, of Pulaski; R. T. Nesbitt, of 
Cobb; W. G. Whidby, of DeKalb, and J. 
L. Johnson, of Floyd. 

The committee retired and soon brought 
in the following appeal, which was unani- 
mously adopted:

Ignorance or Recklessness’? 

The Courier-Journal, which, for some 
reason or .other unknown to us, but 
probably well known to those who rep- 
resent the gold sharks and money lend- 
ers of the east, has betrayed the inter- 
ests of the people (which it formerly de- 
fended) and gone over into the camp 
of the gold gamblers. 

For years The Courier-Journal was 
the leading advocate and representative 
of those who denounce the surrepti- 
tious demonetization of silver by John 
Sherman, of Ohio, and Congressman 
“Hooper, of Massachusetts, and seek the 
restoration of that metal to its old place 
as a part of the standard money of the 
country. But now, without a change of 
editors or business managers, that paper 
gives ‘the lie to its own professions, and 
turns its back on the principles which it 
has done so much to promote. The 
democrats who subscribed for it have 
been betrayed and sold out, and the 
party itself has been deserted by The 
Courier-Journal in order to promote re- 
publican principles and bolster up those 
who have practically wrecked the party. 

The arguments which The Courier- 
Journal now employs to blast and black- 
en its own democratic record are not 
less remarkable than the bold advertise- 
ment of its treachery. In a recent issue 
it sets forth the reason why it is op- 
posed to the free coinage of silver in the 
following language: 

Free coinage at sixteen to one would put 
it in the power of every man who owned 
fifty cents’ worth of silver bullion to get 
a silver dollar for it. Under such circum- 
stances it would be impossible to keep the 
silver dollar up to double its bullion value, 
as is now done. SBSilver bullion and silver 
coin being interchangeable at will would be 
of equal value. No one would tender gold 
at its face value in payment of a debt, or 
in making purchases, because he could 
use the gold to buy twice as many silver 
dollars as the number stamped on the face 
of the coin. Thus with $10 he could buy 
silver bullion enough to make twenty dol- 
lars or more. Then no one would be foolish 
enough to exchange an eagle for $10 in 
silver. 

Whether the writer of the foregoing 


is a fool, or whether he believes his 
readers are fools, we are not prepared 
to determine. His statement, simpli- 
fied, amounts to this—that the owner of 
ten ounces of silver bullion, instead of 
taking it to the open mints, where he 
could exchange it for $12.90 of full le- 
gal tender money, would dispose of it 
for $6.45. The mint valuation of an 
ounce of silver is, roundly stated, $1.29. 
The holder of silver bullion, on taking it 
‘to the open mint, would not have to 
wait to have it coined into money, but 
would receive an order on the treasury 
at the rate of $1.29 an ounce for every 
ounce of standard silver deposited. 
The statement of The Courier-Journal 
is that those who have silver bullion 
for sale will refuse to exchanre it at 


the, mint for $1.29 an ounce, but will 
| sell it for 50 cents an ounce, The Cou-

rier-Journal may have gone into the 
market and traded off its principles in 
this way, but-every sane person knows 
that the mint price of silver bullion un- 
der free coinage will be the market price 
of silver in this country and in all coun- 
tries that have trade relations with us 
—that the mint price will be the market 
price, less the cost of carriage to the 
nearest mint. Every sane person knows 
that the demand for silver bullion at the 
open mints will take the bullion out of 
the market as a commodity and give to 
it the value it would possess when 
coined into money. 

As a matter of fact, with the mints 
oppn there would be no demand for sil- 
ver bullion, except for the purpose of 
having it put in its most convenient 
shape—money. Even those who use it 
in the arts would prefer the money form, 
for the weight and fineness bear the 
stamp of government authority. A dol- 
lar melted down would still be worth a 
dollar, for it would command a dollar 
at the mints. But The Courier-Journal 
contends that the owner of bullion 
would dispose of bis property as cheap- 
ly as that paper has disposed of its 
democratic principles and convictions— 
that, instead of taKing it to the mints 
and receiving «a debt-paying dollar for 
each 412% grains he would be fool 
enough to sell it for 50 cents. Thus does 
& hewspaper, which was once great be- 
cause it was honest, betray its folly and 
its ignorance before intelligent men.

A Correction. 


It was stated in these columns some 
days ago that a committee of the Massa- 
chusetts legislature had made a report 
declaring in favor of bimetallism. This 
Statement was made in an editorial ar- 
ticle in The New New Orleans Times- 
Democrat, and we accepted it, though 
with some degree of doubt as to its au- 
thenticity. 

Inquiry develops the fact that no such 
report has been made by a committee of 
the Massachusetts legislature, and we 
hasten to make the correction, wonder- 
ing that the statement has not been 
challenged by the agents of the money 
sharks. 

We make the correction promptly be- 
cause it is not necessary to the success 
of the silver movement that a commit- 
tee of the Massachusetts legislature 
should make a reporc in favor of. bi- 
metallism. We know perfectly well 
that the honest public opinion of Massa- 
chusetits is in favor of the restoration 
of silver, and the knowledge of this fact 
is worth a good deal more than any re- 
port of a legislative committee would 
be. 

It is impossible, of course, that our 
New Orleans contemporary could have 
had any intention of misleading its read- 
ers. It was either misled in the matter, 
or, by a stroke of heterophemy, substi- 
tuted Massachusetts for some other 
state. 

The matter, however, is of the small- 
est possible moment. 


More British Aggression. 

Some years ago England interfered in 
Egypt in behalf of the British holders 
of Egyptian bonds. Possibly it was 
not intended at the outset to occupy 
Egypt, but that result naturally follow- 
ed, and it will follow in any weak coun- 
try where England adopts a _ similar 
policy. 

Heretofore, it has been the rule with 
the London foreign office not to take 
part in the questions arising between 
British investors and speculators and 
the Central and South American repub- 
lics. But there is trouble ahead in 
that quarter. The English envoy in 
Guatemala has been instructed to bring 
pressure to bear upon the government 
of that country to force it to satisfy the 
demands of the British bondholders. 
This is already the case with Venezuela, 
and as many of the South American 
countries have failed to pay even the in- 
terest on the bonds held in England it 
is plain that the policy inaugurated by 
that country will, if persisted in, result 
in bringing the whole of Spanish-Ameri- 
ca under the domination of John Bull. 

In view of this state of affairs we need | 
more than ever a vigilant state depart- 
ment and an administration which is not 
in sympathy with the English capital- 
ists who have turned their government 
into a collecting agency. We need a re- 
vival of Americanism and the unmis 
takable reassertion of the Monroe doc- 
trine. If we stand by our sister repub- 
lics in this hemisphere they will be our 
allies and customers, but if we leave 
them to the mercy of British Shylocks 
they will neither trade with us nor side 
with us when we need their aid. The 
Monroe doctrine is now identified with 
our business interests. Its enforcement 
will increase our power and prosperity; 
its abandonment will bring us nothing 
but calamity. 


The Exports of Turkey. 

The land of the harem is one seldom 
thought of in the discussion of commer- 
cial questions, yet Turkey has an export 
trade somewhat unique if not very large. 
The fact that the exports of Palestine 
are included with those of Turkey gives 
the matter additional interest. 

In the last quarterly report of the 
Turkish government the exports for the 
three months mentioned amounted to 
$1.484,761.47. Among the articles in de- 
tail are three of general nature—iron 
ore, from Smyrna and Constantinople, 
$76,732.20; tobacco, from Smyrna and 
Constantinople, $63,554.30, and wool, 
from Beirut, Smyrna and Constantino- 
ple, $336,945.29. After these articles 
come those peculiar to the country, such 
as attar of roses, canary seed, carpets 
and rugs, embroideries, figs, entrails of 
animals, licorice root, mohair, millet 
seed, olive oil, opiuin, bazaar goods, 
rags, skins, rubber waste, and so on. 

The exports from Jerusalem: would 
shake the faith of any one in the rosy 
reports which Joshua and Caleb gave 
to the children of Israel concerning the 
promised land, and show how sadly 
conditions have changed under mos- 
lem rule. The total exports from Jeru- 
salem for three months were only 
$1,897.86, or an average of about $8,000 
for the year. ‘The articles were flower 
cards, $110.97; mother of pearl, worth 
$475.38, and olive woodwork, $1,311.51. 
This is but a poor report from a land 
described in holy writ as flowing with 
milk and honey. 

No better picture could be presented 


degredation of the people of the Turk- 
ish empire than the statement that the 
annual exports of such an extensive em- 
pire do not exceed $6,000,000 per an- 
num. The territory of the Turkish em- 
pire was once the garden spot of the 
world, and many of the races now 
crushed beneath the Turkish heel were 
prominent factors in the first steps of 
the civilization which has grown to such 
perfection in the west. The only com- 
fort which these people now get is the 
knowledge that the tyrant who holds 
them down is maintained on his throne 
by the professedly Christian govern- 
ments of Europe to preserve that great 
international fetich—the balance of 
power. 


Abolishing Sunday in New York. 

New York is a great metropolis—a 
magnificent epitome of American Civ- 
ilization—but we fear that her people 
are about to make a serious mistake. 

Last Thursday night a big mass-meet- 
ing was held in Cooper Union to protest 
against the Sunday laws, and to demand 
the right for the city to govern itself on 
that subject. The meeting urged the 
opening of saloons on Sunday, and yet 
it was called by such men as the Rev. 
Dr. Rainsford, the Rey. Dr.‘ Rylance, 
William Steinway and other good citi- 
zens. The New York World enthusi- 
astically advocates the movement. It 
favors open saloons on Sunday because 
New York is a “cosmopolitan city,” with 
a large population thirsting for stimu- 
lants, and. because the conditions are 
different from those of rural villages. 
It holds that the city should be free to 
make its own police regulations in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of its own 
people, and breaks out with a tirade 
against “rural sentiment,” “blue laws,” 
etc. The World says: 

The argument in favor of abolishing sab- 
batarian Sunday laws is unanswerable. It 
is not the province of the state to prescribe 
religious observances of any kind. Under 
our system of absolutely secular govern- 
ment and absolute religious liberty, the law 
has rightfully no more to do with Sab- 
baths than with sacraments. Its sole con- 
cern should be to protect every citizen 
equally in his right to do as he pleases with 
regard to religious observances. Fireedum 
to worsnip God does not mean freedom to 
compel other people to worship God in the 
same way. 

Laws prescribing the observance of any 
day as a Sabbath or as “holy time,” to use 
the language of the New York statute, are 
utterly obnoxious to the genius of our sys- 
tem. They are unfair, unequal and oppres- 
sive. They ought to be stricken from the 
statute book as laws irreconcilable with the 
fundamental ideas of American liberty. 

In phain English this is simply an ar- 
gument for Sunday saloons. It is an 
effort to abolish the American Sabbath 
and turn it into a holiday, with all the 
dissipation and license of continental 
Europe. 

We earnestly hope that ithe revolt 
against Sunday laws will be defeated. 
If New York turns herself into an 
American Paris, the moral effect upon 
the country at large will be deplorable. 
The metropolis sets the pace on fash- 
ions and morals, and the other cities 
and towns trot along in her wake. We 
believe that the Sunday laws of At- 
lanta are not unreasonable, and would 
not be oppressive if they were applied 
to the largest city in the union. They 
promote good morals and peace and 
order, and it is to be hoped that they 
will never be wiped from the statute 
book. Perhaps the repeal of the ordi- 
nance closing barber shops on Sunday 
would He a good thing, but we cannot 
think of any other change that would 
be desirable. In the main, our laws 
would be satisfactory to any Christian 
community. 

If New York turns her Sunday over to 
the saloon men it will be a drunken 
Sunday—a day devoted to orgies and 
crime, and the police force will have to 
be doubled.

SOME GEOKGIA STURIES. 

A recent discussion rendered in the su- 
perior court of Lee county, this state, has 
caused considerable newspaper comment. 
This discussion, touching the operations of 
foreign loan companies, will be of inter- 
est to the large class of persons who have 
mortgaged their lands ® concerns for bor- 
rowed money, or who contemplate doing 
so. Commenting on it, The Columbus En. 
Quirer-S8u. says: 


“The Lee county case is that of the Free- 
hold Land Mortgage Company of London, 
limited, vs. Carrie E. ‘taylor. The suit 
was brought in 1888 on a promissory note 
for $3,000 given in 1881, Default occurred 
in the payment of interest, and, by the pro- 
visions of the note, the entire debt was 
deciared due and action commenced to 
collect it. The loan was made through 
the Corbin Banking Company, as has been 
the custom of the concern in this section. 
The evidence disclosed that the company, 
in this $6,000 transaction, retained $1,200, or 
20 per cent commission, and that Mrs. 
Taylor received only $4,800 et for her note. 
By the face of the note and interest cou- 
pon, the money was payable in New York 
at the vollice of the Corbin Banking Compa- 
ny. The defendant, Mrs. Taylor, contended 
that this rendered it the same as a New 
York contract, and as the note called for 
8 per cent interest on its face, the whole 
dept was rendered void, because the New 
York legal rate of interest is only 6 per 
cent, agd under the New York law the 
penalty for an attempt to collect more is 
a forfeiture of the entire debt. The de- 
fendant further contended that she had 
borrowed: the money to pay her husband’s 
debts. The plaintiff contended that. the 
transaction Was a nes contract, and 
the Georgia law legalized 8 per cent inter- 
est. The plaintiff aiso conténded that the 
husband’s debt was for purchase money 
of land which he had deeded to his wife 
without paying for it.°The jury returned 
a verdict for Mrs. Taylor, sustaining two 
of her pleas, first that it was a New York 
contract and void for usury, and, second, 
that it Was the assymption of the hus- 
band’s debt by his fe. It is likely that 
there are many cases in the south similar 
to the Lee county case, and more of them 
may be heard of in the courts.

Wants War Information. 


Dahlonega, Ga., March 18.—Editor Con- 
stitution: The undersigned was a lieuten- 
ant in the Twenty-first Georgia regiment, 
Dole’s brigade, and was captured at Spot- 
sylvania Courthouse, Va., May 10, 1864, and 
with many others sent to Fort Delaware. 
During the bombardment of Morris's island 
in August, 1864, I was, with about 600 oth- 
er officers, (one-half of the entire number 


| in the fort,) drafted for the purpose of be. 


ing exposed to the fire from the confeder- 
ate batteries in Charleston harbor and ad- 
jacent islands, in retaHation as we were 
told, for the sufferings endured by federal 
soldiers at Andersonville. 

There must be other gurvivors of this 
unfortunate band, though only about half 
the original number were able to be car- 
ried back to Fort Delaware in the spring 
of 1865. 

From any of these survivors I would be 
thankful to receive a list, or partial list, 
of the names of the men who occupied this 
suffering detail. 

The writer at one time had a complete 
list, but it has been lost for some years. 
My object is to write out, at an early day, 
my recollections and impressions of the ex- 
perience of myself and others, during those 
months of torture.

Colonel Andrews McMillan, of Worcester, 
Mass., on the floor of the Aragon last night, 
spoke interestingly of the new liquor move- 
ment in that state. 

“The proposal,” said he, “is to adopt the 
Norwegian system. Under this system, if 
a municipality votes in favor of granting 
license the petition of a certain number of 
people can secure an election as to what 
kind of a licerise it shall be—the Norwegian 
or plain. If the Norwegian system is 
finally adopted, it permits the issuing of 
one license for every 3,000 inhabitants, the 
seller to keep books subject to state in- 
spection, and only allowed to make 5 
per cent profit. The idea is that the tem- 
perance people should adopt the Norwe- 
gian system and issue these licenses to 
recognized temperance men, which would 
be a guarantee that those interested in 
the preservation of the liquor traffic would 
be kept out of it. It also gives them two 
chances at the ballot box before their de- 
feat is final.’’ 


Mr. L. H. O. Martin, of Middleton, El- 
bert county, who was in the cotton conven- 
tion yesterday, said: 

“The reduction of our cotton acreage is 
an imperative necessity. The time and 
labor which we expend on the surplus cot- 
ton, for which we receive no price at all, 
had better be put in in raising home sup- 
plies. If our output of money is thus re- 
duced, we will need less, and live better. 
Georgia sends out more money for sup- 
plies that could be raised at home than 
she makes in profit on her cotton crop. If 
we will stand together and reduce our im- 
ports we will get more for our éxports, and 
we will not be dependent upon some west- 
ern man’s larder.” 


“George R. Dana, Lowell, Mass..” was 
written on the Kimball house register yes- 
terday, and a dozen men jumped to the 
conclusion that he was the celebrated edi- 
tor of The Sun.

The San Francis- 
co company was represented by Leong 
Lam, and the New York company by Kee 
Owyang. 

The committee on concessions and privi- 
leges met at 3 o’clock to consider the prop- 
ositions made by these firms. Kee Owyang, 
a bright-looking, well-dressed Chinaman, 
was present, accompanied by his attorney, 
Mr. Will H. Black, who conducted the 
negotiations for him. Leong Lam, of San 
Francisco, a big Chinaman, strongly re- 
sembling Li Hung Chang, and clad in the 
garments of his native land, represented 
himself. He proved himself to be possessed 
of great eloquence. 

The bids of the two firms were opened 
and examined. The committee stated that 
both were at too low a figure. Leong Lam 
made a strong speech, in mixed English 
and Chinese, in advocacy of his proposition. 
He said he would put up a splendid village 
at the exposition, and would put up $5,000 
with the exposition company at once. 

Kee Owyang made a telling speech. He 
said that the higher percentage allowed 
him by the exposition company, the better

How a Redheaded Youngster Planned and 
Performed a Bold Robbery. 


YOUNGEST HORSE THIEF ON RECORD 


He Juggied ~with a Horse Trader, Who 
Bluiedi Him Away, but Sammy Was 
Smart,and Made a Secret Visit. 


Stranger than the theft of Hermes—the 
mythological kid who slipped from the 
dark cavern of Angus m his swaddling 
clothes to the sunny plains of Onshestos, 
and drove away the flocks of Phoebus Apol- 
lo—was. the feat of Sammy Siegel, a six- 
ycar-old tot, late Sunday afternoon, 

Sammy is the youngest horse thief on 
record. He is red-headed, but the external 
luster is eclipsed by the roseate dréams and 
schemes that are evolved on the inside of 
his radiant pate. He is the son of a tailor, 
and while his father stays up town and 
stitches away on his pants and his patterns, 
this anomalous urchin has been in the hab- 
it of playing in the back yard with his sis- 


ters and brothe?s. : 

He was missed Sunday afternoon, The 
whole neighborhood was searched, About 
the same time an old gray mule was missed 
from Morris’s wagon yard on Decatur street 
and the loss was reported to the police de- 
partment, The loss of Sammy was report- 
ed too; but not until a vigilant patrolman 
found them both together near the city 
limits, was it discovered that there was 
any connection between the departure of 
this genius in knee pants and the raw- 
boned steed, 

Sammy planned his robbery. While other 
little boys were trotting away to Sunday 
school and behaving themselves as their 
mammas told them to do, this ingenious 
youngster was scratching his red head and 
thinking how he could steal a horse and 
go off to ride, 

At 2 o’clock he left home and strayed off 
down toward Decatur street, where he 
knew the horses and mules were kept. He 
v:sited the stables; went through the stalls, 
and inspected all the animals. It was his 
object to take a ride, but just what horse 
was the best, he could not teil, as he was 
not old enough to be a very good judge of 
horse flesh. So he selected an old gray 
mule that looked very mild and tame and 
sieepy. 

This determined upon, he looked for Mr. 
Simms, who has chargé of the yard, and 
who knows all about horses, as he deals in 
them daily. Sammy had a scheme. 

“‘Mister, I come for der mule,’ he said to 
the horse trader, as he entered the shed, 

‘What mule do you mean, little boy?” an- 
swered the man, scanning his abbreviated 
body, and wondering what such a little fel- 
low cou!d be doing there. 

“That ole gray mule what my papa 
bought fum you Sat’day. He tole me to 
come over here an’ get him an’ bring him 
home, ‘cause he an’ mamma wants to g0 
to ride.”’ 

The horse trader wts puzzled. He re- 
membered nothing of the transaction to 
which the small boy referred, It occurred 
to him, however, that his partner might 
have made the trade and failed to mention 
it. So he decided to put Sammy off. 

“Run ‘long home, little boy, and tell your 
father if he bougnt the mule and wants 
him he will have to come for him himself, 
You are too little to ride a mule, and 1 
couldn’t trust you with him, Run ‘long, 
now, and tell your papa what I say.’’ 

Sammy saw that his scheme had failed. 
He was not discouraged. He woulda, as a 
last resort, try a bolder plafi. So, when the 
horse trader had gone in and everything 
was still about the place, he crept into the 
stable and untied the halter of the old mule. 
Cautiously and stealthily he led him in rear 
of the stable to the back entrance that 
opened out on the streets. Here Sammy— 
how, it cannot be understood—mounted his 
steed and rode away at a gallop. 

In a few minutes after it was found that 
the mule had been taken away, but the 
trader could not think for a moment that 
the youngster was responsible for the theft. 
He went at once to police headquarters and 
reported the matter. 

Soon afterwards some member of Sam- 
my’s family appeared and told that the 
boy had run away. The patrolmen were 
notified, About 5 o’clock that afternoon 
Patrolman Eddleman saw a small boy rid- 
ing a gray mule on a back street near the 
city limits. 

He heard of the theft, and ran to catch 
the little fellow. Sammy saw him coming 
and whipped up the mule, but his speed 
was not sufficient to prevent the officer 
from catching up and carrying both to the 
station house. Here the mule was turned 
over to the owner and the boy, who kept uf 
a constant bellowing, was carried to his 
parents, Sammy said that he just wanted 
to have some fun, but his name will go 
down in the annals of crime as the young- 
est horse thief on record.

WILL NOT BE MOVED TO PORTSMOUTH 


Says That There Are Other Baseless Ru- 
mors Abroad Concerning That Line. 
General Railroad News. 


A rumor to the effect that the Seaboard 
Air-Line railroad would move all of its 
general offices from Atlanta to Portsmouth, 
Va., on the Ist of May was industriously 
circulated in the railroad offices, but was 
as industriously denied by the officials of 
that road yesterday. 

The rumor created considerable com- 
ment and was by many considered to be 
one of the most likely events that could 
happen in railroad circles for many rea- 
sons, the principal one being that part 
of the general offices of the road are now 
located at Portsmouth, and it was said 
that the road desired to consolidate its 
offices and considered Portsmouth the 
most desirable point from which to oper- 
ate the system. 

General Manager John H. Winder, of the 
road, returned to Atlanta vesterday after- 
noon from Portsmouth, and when in his 
office in the Equitable building said there 
was no truth in the report. Mr. Winder 
added that there had been. any number 
of rumors circulated about the Seaboard 
recently, but that they were baseless. He 
nau had no official advice to the effect 
that Mr. T. J. Anderson would retire from 
the general passenger agency of his read, 
as had been reported. 

The removal of the general offices of the 
Seaboard would be of great importance to 
Atlanta and would make quite a change 
in the railroad situation. The offices of 
general manager, superintendent of trans- 
portation, division freight agent, and «f 
the general agent of the passenger de- 
partment and others are now located in 
Atlanta, and it can be seen that the im- 
portance of the move would be great. 

The vice president’s office, the general 
passenger agent’s office and the general 
freight agent’s office are all now jiocated 
in Portsmouth and should tune Atlanta

New Yc k, March 18.—The bears of stocks 
were eviaently thoroughly alarmed during 
the early hours of business and covered 
freely in every direction. The fact that 
there was a slightly better demand from 
outsicGe sources for all elasses of stocks, 
added to the nervousness prevailing in bear- 
feh circles. In addition the market received 
Deiter support from London, the recent 
rise in ‘cotton having led to the purchase 
of i.ouisville and Nashville, Southern rail- 
way and other issues.

and Wabash. These issues scored gains of

higher priced issues ranged from \%@3% 
per cent, Jersey Contral leading. The In- 
dustrials were all higher, Sugar leading 
with a rise of 2 per cent to 96%. Late in 
the day this stock, however, dropped to 
97%, the anrouncement that the Dutch gov- 
ernment hed favorably recommended the 
taking off of the export bounty on the 
Tutch colonies’ sugar being’ unfavorably 
interpreted -by local operators.

New 
Jersey Central and New York Central! on the 
covering of shorts advanced @ point each, 
while among the specialties Hocking Coal 
and Iron gained 1%. Eansas and Texas, pre- 
ferred 1% and the Cotton Oil stocks 1 to 1% 
points. ; 

Cotton advanced about 30 points on the 
week, closing easy though near the best 
prices. 

The rise was due fo the anticipation of a 
large decrease in acreage this year and 
more encouraging advices from Liverpool, 
As regards the reduction in the area about 
to be planted the advance in frices is in- 
opportune and will certainly militate 
against the proposed restriction. 

Save for the improvement at Liverpool 
the situation shows no important change. 
The Liverpool market was decidedly better 
with a good demand for spots. On the oth- 
er hand receipts at the ports continue large- 
ly in excess of other years, 8,250,000 bales 
having come into sight since September 
ist, against 6,275,000 a year ago, If the crop 
movement keeps up the market will react 
to a much lower level in spite of Liverpool.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


The Statistical Position of Wheat a 
Weak Factor. 


Chicago, March i8.—The dry weather in 
the southwest was used to give the wheat 
market a lift at the opeaing today, but the 
weight that was attached to the calamity 
cry was not heavy enough to balance the 
bear arguments later from the statistical 
position, and as the indifferent support to 
tne early market was soon withdrawn a 
slumip took place. Corn furnished enough 
strength from its shladoanal there late in 
the session to cause a recovery to the put 
price, but there was very little independent 
lurmness to the market.

This was soon over with, however, 
and-with fine weather, predictions of rain 
by the weather department, a decline of

markets and large receipts at primary 
points caused a flood of selling by holders, 
nd a decline of fully lc was the result. 
it is very evident that we must have 4a 
larger decrease in the visible supply and 
lignter receipts at primary points in order 
to sustain any advance in wheat. Liberal 
rains throughout the winter wheat region 
would create a very bearish sentiment, and 
unless this was met by exceedingly good 
foreign and domestic demands, sutficient to 
reduce stocks, prices would favor outsiders, 
The close was irregularly strong.

The wheat trade has had a week of weath- 
er markets, Rallies have been pretty fre- 
quent and the final outcome is a fair though 
speculative advance on the week. As stated 
in this column a few days ago, sentiment 
is bullish and prices are so low that sentl 
ment counts temporarily for a good deal, 
For notwitbstanding the sharp rally on tne 
government crop report, estimating farmers 
reserves at 75,000,000 bushels March Ist, 
May wheat in Chicago seils under 58 cents, 
uilb this year an unprecedented low price, 
There should be little risk in buying wheat 
around present quotations for moderate 
upturns. While the situation has not chang- 
ed materially and while the indications are 
that May wheat will sell eventually at ov 
cents, till the influence of the favorable crop 
outlook becomes more pronounced—which 
will be in a few weeks—the bull may have 
the best of the speculation, The following 
compares western receipts of wheat, corn 
and oats last week, week before and a

It will be seen that there was a falling 
off in the exports of wheat of about half 
a million bushels. All the week the export 
trade here was stagnant, which fact tem- 
pered the bullish sentiment at the close, 
So also .did the large shipment of wheat 
to Europe, which from all exporting coun- 
tries aggregated 5,776.000 bushels. Argentine 
returns are awaited with a good deal of in- 
terest in view of the alleged reduced ex- 
portable surplus in that country, Should 
shipments from the South American repub- 
lic prove to be as large this month as 
they were in the corresponding period in 
1894 short crop estimates will not hold, The 
foreign crop advices continue mostly favor- 
able and it does not yet appear that the 
cold weather in France has inflicted serious 
injury, Reports from that country have 
been so bullish as to arouse the suspicion 
that they emauate from speculative sources. 
Advices from Germany are favorable; like- 
wise those from Russia.

The event of last week was the govern- 
ment crop report, The bureau made reserves 
on the farm about 40,000,000 bushels less 
than expected.

The government's estimate 
was a complete surprise and caused a revul- 
sion in speculative sentiment. On Thursday 
the Price Current came out with an esti- 
mate of 115.000,000. That rather detracted 
from the accuracy of the figures and 
strengthened the very general impression 
that the latter were far below the actual 
fact. Bulls pointed out that the light move- 
ment of winter wheat was sufticient corrob- 
oration of the department’s figures. Answer- 
ing this argument, the bears held that the 
small receipts from the southwest were 
due to the low price and bad weather. The 
latter seemed a sensible reply, and coupled 
with it is the fact that farmers have 
been busy with their spring wheat, He- 
ceipts of wheat last week were larger ot 
spring wheat. Minneapolis and Duluth were 
the points of accumulation. If the move- 
ment in that region continues. upon its re. 
cent scale, its speculative effect will be 
depressing. ‘ 

Interest centers largely in the queston of 
reduction in supplies and the pace at which 
the visible will decrease Bétween now and 
July list, the beginning of the new crop 
year, Last week’s decrease was about a 
million bushels. It was hardly as large 
as anticipated, Nevertheless experts figure 
out that the visible by July 1st, will be tw 
to 75 per cent smaller than at present. ‘I'he 
big operators in Chicago, who have a pretty 
g00d idea of the amount of wheat to come 
forward, smile at such calculations. Corn 
was heavy all the week, as were also oats. 
The lack of a good consumptive demand 
and great economy in the use of each article 
together with large stocks of corn’in Chi- 
cago and a very large visible supply of 
oats, were the bear arguments. Both corn 
and oats are undoubtedly a sale. Provisions 
were excited at times, especially pork, A 
bull deal in the latter caused a rapid ad- 
vance. When mdnipulation runs its course, 
which should be soon, pork will doubtless 
decline again.

Dr. McDonald's Speech. 


At the close of Father Daley’s address 
loud calls Were made for Dr. McDonald, 
who occupied a modest seat in the aud- 
lence. 

Dr. McDonald responded by saying that 
he was proud of his nationality. He was 
not a Scotch-Irishman, but simply an 
lrishman. Though a Baptist minister he 
was thankful that Irishmen could meet 
together and join their hands in fraternal 
greeting. He agreed with Father Daley 
that. the parliament of 1782 was a sham 
and he claimed no HNberty for Protestants 
that he was not willing to divide with 
Catholics, He paid a giowing tribute to 
the land of his birth and deciared that in 
being loyal to the flag of Erin they would 
also be loyal to the stars and stripes, for 
it breathed of freedom, too. 

Dr. McDonald was greeted with warm 
enthusiasm and his remarks were loudiy 
applauded.

ne. 

«. Lhe defense being general insanity, and 
there being 20 evidence of speciai dementia, 
Or that ine accused was laberiug under 
any delusion as to the act committed, 
there was po error in charging: ‘‘Insanity 
is where there is a total or partial sm- 
piirment of the intellect, and to such an 
extent that the person who is thus affected 
does not know the difference between right 
and wrong as to the act that he is com- 
mitting.”’ 

3. That the court undertook in a geueral 
Way to explain to the jury the different 
iorms and Kinds of insanity was not, of it- 
Seil, an invasion of their province in pass- 
ing upon the questions of fact involved in 
the case; and though the eourt’s definitions 
may not have been sufficiently comprehen- 
Sive nor in all respeets perfectly correct, 
they were not, in view of the entire charge, 
harmful to the accused. 

4. While it may not have been appropriate 
for the court to inform the jury, as matter 
of fact, that insanity in all its forms was 
liable to become worse; that insanity of 
any Kind was progressive in its nature; 
and that, while there were some excep- 
tions, the general rule was that it progress- 
ed till it ended in complete dementia, so 
doing was neither expressing an opinion 
aS to the facts of the pending case, nor, in 
view Of all the evidence and of the respec- 
tive contentions of the parties, cause for 
a new trial. 

o The legal presumption being that every 
person is sane, and that every such per- 
son remains so until the contrary is shown, 
it is essential to the establishment of the 
distinctive defense of insanity as such, 
that insanity at the time of the commission 
of the offense be proved by a preponcer- 
ance of the evidence, and the burden of so 
doing resjs upon the accused. If this 
particular defense is not thus established, 
the jury would not be authorized to acquit 
upon the same. The evidence bearing on 
the question should, however, be duly con- 
Sidered in connection with all the other 
evidence in determining whether or not, 
upon a view of the whole case, there was 
a reasonable doubt of the guilt of the ac- 
cused. The mere failure of the court in 
the present case to charge as indicated in 
the preceding sentence, there being no re- 
quest so to do, is not cause for a new trial, 
the charge upon the subject of reasonable 
doubt being sufficiently full and fair to 
give the accused the benefit of all the evi- 
dence relating to his alleged insanity for 
e. purpene of casting a doubt upon his 
guilt. 

6. The charges complained of and which 
are not covered by the rulings announced 
in the preceding notes, if erroneous at all, 
contain nothing which would justify the 
granting of a new trial; there was no 
error in striking the special plea filed by 
the accused, nor in refusing to allow his 
counsel, because of such plea, to open and 
conclude the evidence and the argument; 
the newly discovered evidence was cumula- 
tive, and would not probably change the 
result; the alleged irregularities and im- 
proprieties in the conduct of the court and 
counsel were not shown to have occurred; 
the alleged misconduct of the jury in read- 
ing newspaper reports of the trial was suf- 
ficiently disproved by the affidavits of the 
jurors themselves, and the affidavits to the 
contrary, made by two of them, could 
not be received to impeach the verdict; the 
evidence, as a whole, fully warranted the 
conviction, and there is no good cause for 
a new trial.

ITMe Act of December 20, 1893 (Acts of 1893, 
p. 124), “to provide for the filing, hearing 
and determination of coniests in contested 
elections in this state, and for other pur- 
poses” does not invest the superior courts 
of this state with any jurisdiction in such 
cases.

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COUNTY CONTESTS 


Are Not in the Nature of a dudicial 
Proceeding. ' 


THE POLK COUNTY CASE DECIDED 


The Judge of the Superior Court Acts Per- 
sonaliy and Notas a Judicial Officer, 
and His Word Is Final. 


The supreme court handed down a de- 
Cision yesterday which has @ strong bear- 
ing upon political contests. 

The tension between the democrats and 
the populists of Polk county has been 
Strong for six years past At the election 
of county officers in January, the candi- 
Gates for sheriff were Mr. Carter, repre- 
senting the combined populist and 
republican vote, and Mr. Clements, 
representing the democrats. Carter 
was eclected and Clements’. contested 
it. On hearing before Judge Janes, under 
the act of December, 189, Mr. Clements 
Was declared entitled to the office, where- 
upon Candidate aCrter moved an appeal 
to the supreme court. This Judge Janes 
refused to allow, when Carter applied to 
the supreme court for a mandamus to 
compel Judge Janes to certify the bill. 

It was upon this application for manda- 
mus that the supreme court passed yes- 
terday. Under the law as it existed prior 
to 1893, appeals from the declaration of a 
vote lay to the governor of the state, but 
the act already referred to changed it to 
the circuit judge. The supreme court 
holds that the act “to provide for the filing, 
hearing and determination of contests in 
contested elections in this state, and for 
other purposes,’ does not invest the su- 
perior courts of this state with any juris- 
diction in such cases. The provision in that 
act which deciares that “all papers and 
proceedings or copies of them duly cer- 
tified by the presiding officer or agreed to 
by the parties in writing must be trans- 
mitted within five days after the closing 
of the testimony: so taken to the judge of 
the superior court of the circuit wherein 
the contest may arise, who shall hear and 
determine the time, either in term time or 
in chambers, after giving reasonable no- 
tice the parties concerned, or their 
counsel, of the time and place of hearing,”’ 
oes wuvl conier upon the judge of the su- 
per:ior court the power to exercise with 
respect to such matters a judicial func- 
tion, but simply by reference to the office 
designate that oflicer as the person who 
Shall perform those duties which hereto- 
fore pertained as one of its political func- 
tions to the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment, but which for the pubiic conven- 
ience the general assembly, without chang- 
ing the nature of the service, saw fit to 
impose upon other public officials. 

To emphasize the point that the func- 
tion which the judge is called upon to ex- 
ercise is political and personal, and not 
judicial, thereby being subject matter for 
review by a higher court, the decision con- 
cludes: 

No jurisdiction to hear and determine 
such matters is conferred upun any Supe- 
rior court, but a duty is simply imposed 
upon the person who happens to be a juage 
of the superior courts which compose his 
circuit; aud, inasmucn as the jurisdiction 
of the supreme court is limited by tNe con- 
stitution to the “trial and determination 
of errors from the superior courts, and 
from the city courts of Atlanta and Sa- 
vannah, and such other like courts as may 
be hereafter estabiished in other cities,’’ 
this court wouid have no jurisdiction to 
hear and determine and consequentiy no 
power to direct the signing of a writ of 
error to the judgment of any coyrt or 
functionary other than those enumerated. 

Aside from these considerations, the pur- 
pose of the general assembiy to make the 
linding of the judge of the court linal as 
to the proceedings before him, is made evi- 
dent not only by the fa.lure of the act to 
provide fdr a review thereof, but by the 
failure as well to provide any macninery 
whatever by which the decision complain- 
ed of and the record upon which it is bas- 
ed, could be transmitted to this court. 

The importance of this decision is that 
it settles the law and establishes the fact 
that each judge as an individual is to act 
as the governor’s representative. While 
in the case now decided, the democrats 
are benefited, in the case from Laurens 
county the benefit will accrue to the popu- 


lists.
